It will be remembered by all who were present at the 
meeting of the Tract Society in Lafayette Place, and by 
all who have read the reports of that meeting, that Rev. 
Dr. Bethune, of Brooklyn, threatened to vindicate the 
claim of his party to rule the Society, by carrying that 
claim before “ every court in tbe United States." This 
threat was based upon two facts, wbicb, in the mind of 
tbe speaker, were evidently conclusive, viz., that bis 
father bad given money to found the Society, and that bis 
family had transferred to the Society the copyright of tbe 
life of his grandmother. We are not disposed to criticise 
either the taste or the logic of this declaration. Much is 
to be pardoned to filial reverence and affection; indeed 
tbe exhibition of such sentiments is sometimes most beau¬ 
tiful in children of larger growth. Our coDceru is with 
certain facts involved in the above declaration. We 
have before us a phonographic report of the speech, pub¬ 
lished by an organ of bis own church to which be is a 
frequent contributor; but lest the speaker, with his 
avowed sensitiveness under newspaper reports, should 
question tbe accuracy of this, we will quote only tbe care¬ 
fully condensed record of bis remarks given in the official 
report of the meeting appended to the annual Report of I 
the Society for May, 1858. 

Dr. Bethune Baid : “ We are nnited as a Society, not 
merely in a charter, but in a trust; we have given our 
money, our fathers have given their money, and we have 
exerted our various talents for the upbuilding of this in¬ 
stitution. Our money is between every brick. Yes, it 
is tbe very mortar which holds the bricks together. It 
is distributed through ail the stereotype plates, iD all the 
presses of the Society. It fe in more than this—it is in 
the glorious system of evangelical operations which this 
Society has inaugurated, and still maintains. We stand 
where our fathers placed us ; and it is my privilege to 
remember the day on which this Society was begun. 1 
remember it well; and it has been dear to my heart ever 
since. It is yet sacred in my thoughts that the life of my 
grandmother, Isabella Graham, the greatest treasure 
which our family ever had—one of the treasures which 
the Church of God esteems the most precious—we com¬ 
mitted to this Tract Society; we have given money— 
ray Xtther iic'oro k. all oi us trara- gi-cc > vut 

what is money to a gift like that! ” 

r Po justify this boast of pecuniary liberality—if any¬ 
thing could reconcile it with the modesty of Christian 
chanty—one would expect to find the name of the speak¬ 
er’s family at least represented in the original contribu¬ 
tion of $25,852 for building the Tract House in Nassau 
street. But of that “ money which is between every 
brick,” that money which “ is the very mortar that holds 
the bricks together,” not one farthing is credited to any 
member of the family whose pecuniary rights in tbe Tract 
Society are to be vindicated in all the courts of the 
United States. We gratefully recall the benefactions of 
that family to many objects of Christian charity; we do 
not qaestion their liberality to the Tract Society in par¬ 
ticular ; we only say that bad the speaker consulted tbe 
record, instead of the name of his honored father as a con¬ 
tributor to the founding of tbe Tract House, be would 
have found tbe name of Mr. Arthur Tappan for $5,000 
-one-fifth of the whole sum—and other names repre 
sented in the minority in the Tract meeting, which would 
give quite another aspect to the claim to control the 
Society, by right of original investment in its bricks and 
mortar. But we can afford to let this ontbnrst of fi.ial 
and family enthusiasm pass with a simple statement ol 
the facts in the case. 

On tbe second point there can be no qaestion. Tbe 
family of Dr. Bethune have conveyed to tbe Tract Society 
tbe copyright of tbe Life of Mrs. Isabella Graham. But 
when that fact was alleged to bar tbe minority, by threats 
of legal process, from debating the question whether tbe 
Tract Society can and ought to publish on “ the moral 
evils and duties which grow out of tbe existence of 
slavery,” the speaker omitted to say that the memoir of 
Mrs. Isabella Graham, in the Tract Society’s edition, has 
been purged of the testimony against slavery given in the 
\jirst edition. 

Hud Dr. Bethnne closed the lofty period in which he 
boasted bis life-long hostility to slavery by saying, in 
proof of this, “A noble deed in the life of my sainted 
grandmother has been suppressed, and the record of my 
own father’s hand against slavery has been cancelled, in 
order that this Society might print her memoir without 
endangering the Union, and I therefore call upon yon to 
guard this treasure, which, though mutilated and defaced, 
is still the greatest treasure our lainily ever had and most 
precious to the Church of God ”—had he stated that fact, 
in illustration of his own hereditary aDd determined oppo¬ 
sition to slavery, both the speech and tbe interpretation 
thereof would have been patent to the minds of tbe assem¬ 
bly. We charitably believe that he was not aware of the 
fact, or at least was not a party to the mutilation. 

In the original edition of the “Life and Whitings of 
Mrs. Isabella Graham,” the memoir, the “ devotional 
exercises,” and tbe letters, were arranged in three distinct 
parts. Id tbe Tract Society’s edition, the “ Devotional 
Exercises ” and the letters are incoiporated with the Life, 
according to their dates.

The incident concerning the unhappy French gentle- 
man is omitted, while the paragraphs which precede and 
loiiow it in the original edition are retained. Will any 
one donbt that this incident in the memoir of Mrs. Gra¬ 
ham was omitted from the Tract Society’s edition solely 
on account of Mr. Divie Bethnue'a comment upon “ the 
evils which slavery is known to promote ”? 

The Tract Society’s edition is not an abridgment It 
contams quite as much matter as the original edition, 
and the changes from that are very few. It is not 
abridged, but “ enriched ” with some additional matter. 
True, the allusion to slavery here cancelled is in itself of 
little importance. But, like the omission of the one wrrd 
slavery from Harris’s Mammon, it shows the animus of 
the Management at the Tract House. 

But who is responsible for this suppression ? Did Dr. 
BethuDe consent that his own father’s protest against 
slavery should be cancelled as tbe price of committing to 
the Tract Society the sacred legacy of his grandmother’s 
life ? We caDDot believe it. If the omission was by tbe 
authority of tbe compiler of the memoir or by his literary 
executors, was it done at the suggestion of any officer or 
officers of the Tract Society, or with a view to make it 
conform to their policy npon tbe subject of slavery ? The 
“ Church of God ” has a right to know who has thus 
mutilated “ one of its most precious treasures." 

There is another aspect of this matter still more pain¬ 
ful. We have detected and exposed a like mutilation of j 
several books by the officers of the Tract Society; jta-1 
tber’s Essays to Do Good, Mary Lundie Duncan, Mam¬ 
mon, have all been subjected to the same process. We 
have been given to understand that these were all the 
-of such mutilation ; yet here is another, brought 


accidentally to light. The policy of the officers of the

tbe laDd—men fitly represented by Drs. Goodrich and 
Hawes, and Chief-Justice Hornblower—they have per¬ 
sisted in making everything, even the sacred memory of 
the dead, tend to tbe policy of conciliating slaveholders 
by silence npon the evils of slavery.

LIFE IN THE SOUTH. 

A Neobo Rebellion. —Last Friday week, says The] 
Coffeeville (Miss) Intelligencer of the 30th ult., the over- 1 
seer on Mr. James K. Polk's plantation (some eight 
I miles below this) undertook to whip one of the hands, 
when the others interfered and rescued the culprit. Mr. 
Mars, the overseer, then started out for assistance, and ] 
daring his absence tbe negroes armed themselves with 
axes, hatchets, clubs, scythes, stones, &c., retreated 
to the giD-bonse, bid defiance to tbe overseer and his 
friends, aDd swore they would die to a man before ODe of 
their party should be whipped. Mr. Amos Duke, in at¬ 
tempting to arrest one of them, was struck across the aide 
of the head with a club, and, it is feared, will lose ODe of 
hiB eyes from the effects of the blow. Things continued 
I in this state up to Tuesday last, when a party of some 
eeventy.five citizens of this place and Troy visited the 
plantation and arrested every Degro on tbe place. They 
were tried the next morning on the plantation, before 
Judge Fisher, who committed four of the ringleaders tojail, 
to await the action of the Grand Jury. Tbe balance, some 
' fifty or sixty, were whipped according to their several 
deserts. 

Border Warfare on the Ohio. —A year ago, an old 
man named Bell, and his son, living in this State, opposite 
Brandenburg, were Buspected by tbe citizens of Meade 
County, Ky.,of beiDg privy to or abettorsof fugitive slaves. 
They were watched, and found to be in communication 
with some free negroes in tbe interior of tbe State, whose 
visit to Bell’s houre led to the subsequent proceedings. 
Bell and his son were decoyed one Dight down to the river 
and within the jurisdiction of Kentucky, where they were 
arrested on a warrant from a Kentucky magistrate, on a 
charge of aiding the escape of slaves, ond to Meade 
County «PA‘0tfge:r;;! iwf •“r .rr^.^haig.jaU, wb r >*-' 

have remained for nearly a year—their prosecutors no"t 
being prepared for trial. Two sons of Bell returned 
from California recently, and found that their father and 
brother, as they allege, had been kidnapped and carried 
to a foreign jurisdiction, and held for twelve months, as 
they believed, on a false charge. On Thursday last there 
was a barbecue at Garnettsville, in Meade County, to 
wbicb most of the citizens of BraDdeDburg went in a 
crowd, and among them the jailer, who left his wife and a 
lad, the only keepers of the jail. Between 1 aDd 2 o’clock 
in tbe afternoon, tbe two California Bells landed at Bran¬ 
denburg and proceeded to the jail, three hundred yards 
from the shore, and demanded tbe keys to the cells. 
The jailor's wile and lad were so intimidated by threats 
that they allowed the Bells to take them. They imme¬ 
diately released tbeir father aDd brother, and, placing a 
pair of revolvers in tbe hands of each, the whole party 
escaped from the jaiL An alarm being given, several 
citizens armed themselves and followed the Bells to the 
landing, aDd fired npon them. The Bells returned tbe 
shots, and kept a crowd of twenty pursuers at bay, till 
they bad secured tbeir skiff and a safe passage across tbe 
river. No one, we believe, was wounded by the firing; 
but tbe rescue has caused a great deal of indignation od 
the Kentucky shore, and some little exaltation amoog 
Bell’s neighbors od tbe Indiana side. The Bells were od 
Saturday last at their farm opposite Brandenburg, and 
they gay that they will remain there, defying the whole 
of Meade CouDty, Kentucky, to take them. Two of the 
Bells have worked in the ship-yards in New Albany, and 
are knowD and respected by many of the citizens of that 
place. It is an affair that may lead to unpleasant conse¬ 
quences .—Evansville ( Ind .) Journal. 

Another Master Mdedkbed. —We learn from The 
Donaldsonville Coast Journal that Mr. Constant Melau- 
con, a youDg gentleman widely kuowD and esteemed, was 
killed by one of bis negroes, on tbe 26th ult., at his resi¬ 
dence in St. James, about eight miles below Donaldson- 
ville. The Coast Journal gives tbe following particulate 
of the murder and death of tbe murderer : 

“ It appears that Mr. Melancon had discovered in the 
negro’s cabin a portion of some things that had been 
stolen, some nights previously, from a store in the neigh¬ 
borhood. As the slave could give no satisfactory expla¬ 
nation as to the manner in which these things came into 
his possession, his master determined to punish him, and 
with that intention took him to the sugar-house to get 
irons for him. Arrived there, he made the Degro (a 
blacksmith, it seems) forge some manacles for his legs, 
and while stooping down to try their size, received a 
blow from the slave which felled him to tbe earth. The 
weapon used by the murderer was a huge blacksmith’s 
hammer. Leaving his master for dead, the scoundrel 
started off, bnt had not proceeded far when, chancing to 
look back, he saw his unfortunate victim essaying to rise. 
He immediately returned and finished his bloody deed, 
after which he cast the body into a pond, mounted his 
master’s horse and rode off towards the woods. The 
family of the deceased was soon made acquainted with 
the dreadful deed, another slave having witnessed the 
concluding part of the scene. Dogs were obtained and 
the murderer was hotly pursued. In his flight he aban¬ 
doned tbe horse ; but tbe avenger was on his trail, and he 
doubtless felt the impossibility of escaping. At all events, 
he emerged from the woods, ran to the river and threw 
himself in. Before the witnesses of his act came up it 

as all over—the murderer was drowned. 

Assassination of Mr. C. P. Hklaxcon .—Le Mescha- 
cebe of the 31st nit. has the details of tbe assassination of 
this young gentleman. Tbe deed was committed in the 
Parish of St. James, in broad daylight. It appears that 

negro man named Tonissaint had committed some theft, 

nd Mr. Melancon, in company with two negroes, went 
to secure him for punishment. The negro was at work 
in a blacksmith shop. On finding out the object of Mr. 
MelancoD’s visit, be made at him with a hammer, and hit 
him twice on the head; then endeavoted to make his 
escape, but owing to the high water he had to return.

He then made 
his escape on a horse, but was afterwards pursued, caught 
and put into a skiff, from which he jumped overboard and 
was drowned. Mr. Melancon leaves a wife and three 
children—was much esteemed, says The Baton Rouge 
Gazette, and to his scientific attainments are tbe planters 
of Louisiana indebted for the introduction of tbe bi-sul¬ 
phate of lime in sugar-makiDg.— N. O. Delta, Aug. 5. 

Murder by Slaves.— The Trinity (La.) Independent 
says that George W. Hackler, employed by H. D. Man- 
deville, as overseer on his plantation near that place, was 
found dead on the mornrag of the 1st ult., under circum¬ 
stances which rendered it highly probable that he had 
murdered. A post mortem examination of his body 
made by a physician of the neighborhood, but no 
traces of poison were detected, nor anything noticed that 
seemed to be satisfactory evidence that violence had heen 
used. After waiting the developments of time, suspicion 
became strong that Hackler bad been murdered by a com¬ 
bination of a number of slaves on the plantation. The

Meantime tbe white man left the skiff, in which the 
two negro women—who had before beeD concealed under 
blankets—still remained, and advanced toward Steward 
with a drawn bowie-knife, bnt was repulsed by Mr. Jen¬ 
kins, who presented a cocked gun, aDd told him if be did 
Dot desist he would shoot him, when Harrison went back 
to tbe skiff, and immediately rowed out into tbe river, 
despite the ordere of Messrs. JeDkinsand Steward to sur¬ 
render or be shot. As soon as tbe bow of the boat 
turned up the river and a flank shot could be had, sc 
not to endanger the lives of the girls, who had not yet 
;oue ashore, Mr. Steward shot at Harrison five times, 
irst discharging siDgly the contents of both barrels of a 
shot-gun and then three Bhots from a Colt’s repeater, all 
of which failed to take effect. Harrison then gamed tbe 
opposite shore and made his escape from bis pursuets. 
The two negro girls thus left in charge of the skiff were, 
without trouble, arrested, and, together with Albert, were 
brought to town and lodged in jail on Monday evening. 

Meantime a company of ten or twelve men was formed 
here, who armed themselves and proceeded on horseback 
search of Harrison. The Dumber was considerably 
creased when they arrived on the ground by persons 
living along the river and in the neighborhood of Mr. 
Jas. Ford s, into whose bottom field he had made his 
escape. Diligent search was instituted for him until dark, 
when the party abandoned tbe project for tbe night and 
returned home, reaching town about 9 o’clock.

In the conflict one white man had a thumb shot off, and 
one of the negroes belonging to Mr. Rogers was killed. 

Mr. Wilson’s man was taken, and has been brought baek. 

The Canadian was also taken, but escaped from his cap- 

rs and was at large at last accounts. 

Lynch Law in Texas—A Scene of Terror.— Last 
fall, a preacher, named John Donegan, received five hun¬ 
dred lashes from a leather strap, administered in the pre¬ 
sence of a large audience of the citizens of Ellis County, 

I Texas, from tbe hands of a big negro. He was whipped 
because tbe citizens of Ellis believed him guilty of arson, 
burglary, horse-stealiDg and tampering with negroes. He 
was also banished from the county. On the 16th of 
lone last, however, it was understood that Donegan was 
jack in the county ; tbat he was coming to Waxahachie, 
ind intended to brrag friends with him to defend himself ] 
igaiQst all opposition. In confirmation of the report, 
loo ODe of Donegan’s friends, named John W. Bushby, 
ind’ Donegan’s brother, suddenly appeared, well-armed, 

»nd saying tbat Donegan should come back next day, at 
,11 hazards. The citizens of Waxahachie, upon this, be- 
highly excited. Consequently, as soon as the snn 
fl-ose, men, armed and mounted, were seen riding, in small 
squads, oat of town, and this continued till near 8 o’clock. 

Mi went in the same direction of tbe Donegan and 
Snshby neighborhood. It was estimated that near one 
landred persons, thus armed and equipped, left town that 
oorning. What they intended doing was a mystery, 
lefore night, however, their design was manifest. They 
Hid gone in pursuit of and killed both Bushby and John 
ikraegan. Bushby was shot in the hands, arms, breast 
a»d side, and had more than a dozen mortal wounds. 

Donegan was also riddled with rifle balls. 

Murder of an Overseer by a Negro.— The Mobile 
Fibune, of the 14th inst., says : 

We learn from Mr. Geo. Fowler, conductor of the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, that on Monday morning, tbe 
llth inst, a negro man belonging to Mr. Winston, reaid- 
i« at Red Bluff, killed the overseer (Mr. Davis), at the 
plntation. It appears that the overseer, in attempting 
tqpnDish the negro for some misdemeanor, was strnck 
tbtee times with a heavy axe, the blade being buried at 
et*h blow in his breast. Mr. Davis died immediately. 

Tie excitement in the neighborhood was so great tbat it 
wis with difficulty that tbe negro was kept from being 
lylehed. 

A Poor Refuge for the Oppressed.— A runaway 
alive was discovered in the attic of a Methodist church 
atj Washington, D. 0., on a recent Sunday morning. 

He had lived there for four or five months, unsuspected, 
hid used up the communion wine, and picked up his 
fo4d by nightly sorties into tbe neighboring pantries. 


His taking refuge at the altar did not save him from 
a whipping, or from beiDg sold to the slave-traders. 

A Slave Mother Drowns her Child. —A Degro 
woman belonging to Mr. James Thornton, of Rappahan¬ 
nock County, Va., was committed to jail on Monday 
last, charged with drowning her child. She confesses the 
crime, but says she intended to drown herself also, and 
pumped in the river with the child in her arms, but floated 
to the bank. She has been taken to Rappahannock Co., 
and lodged in jail to await her trial .—Wheeling (Fa.) 
Intelligencer. 

A Slave Bolling her Babe. —We learn that, on 
ounday last, a slave woman, about 45 years of age, 
owned by Mr. Cleveland, of Florence, Ky., gave birth 
to a child, and tbat she took tbe infant by the beels and 
beat its brains outl She then threw it over a fence and 
covered it with rails. A few boars after, it was dis¬ 
covered by persons belonging to the household, who hap¬ 
pened to pass by, when it was found that the face of the 
child and one leg had been nearly eaten off by tbe hogs, 
woman was accused of the crime, but at first denied 
A physician was sent for, who examined her person, 
and found that she bad recently given birth to a child. 
The mother then acknowledged her guilt, and gave as 
a reason for the murder of her infant tbat she wonld not 
raise up children to work for others all tbeir lives.

Overseer Murdered by a Negro.— We learn from 
the Aberdeen (Miss.) Sunny South that Mr. Ford, over¬ 
seer on tbe plantation of Mr. John A. Walker, in Mon¬ 
roe County, about twelve miles below that place, was 
killed by odc of the negroes, on Sonday, the 1st inst.

the negro had been ordered by the overseer, shortly after 
daylight, to attend to a mule that had been neglected. 
The Degro responded that it was not his business to see 
about the mules, and refused to do as he was commanded. 
Whereupon the overseer, with the assistance of two 
negroes, tied the offender and locked him up in thesmoke- 
honre. About an hour after, Mr. Ford went to tbe 
smoke-house, attended by his wife, for the purpose of get¬ 
ting out meat for breakfast. The overseer unlocked the 
door, and, stooping to pass, went in. As he entered the 
negro struck him with the axle-tree of a spinning-wheel, 
felling him to the floor. Mrs. Ford’s cries brought some 
of the negroes to the scene of action, when the unfortu¬ 
nate man was borne, bleediDg and cruelly mangled, to his 
residence. Dr. G. S. Bryant was soon in attendance, 
but the skull was fractured, and Mr. Ford died about 11 
o’clock. The negro attempted to escape, but was pur¬ 
sued with dogs, and soon overtaken. He was imme¬ 
diately committed to jail, and now awaits that jastice 
which will surely overtake him. 

A White Slave Declared Free. —Mason County, 
Ky., August, 1858.—On August 11 and 12, one of the 
most exciting cases ever occurring in this section of 
couDtry, and one, too, in which the feelings of all were 
deeply enlisted, came before the Circnil Court. The cir¬ 
cumstances of the case, briefly stated, are these : About 
a year and a half since, a woman was arrested by order 
of a man named Dodson (acting as agent for one Mrs. 
Goddard), and brought to our town and lodged iD a negro 
jail for safe-keeping UDtil farther disposition could be 
made of her persoD—tbe intention of the person or per¬ 
sons ordering her arrest undoubtedly being to Bell her to 
go down South. 

SeeiDg what appeared to every one a white woman 
held in boDdage as a slave, and confined in a negro jail, 
enlisted tbe deepest feeling on her behalf. She was im¬ 
mediately taken from her captivity, a bond was drawn and 
signed by some of our most worthy citizens for her security, 
and she returned to her home and her friends. The truth 
of the matter was this: she had been held a3 a slave for 
more than twenty years, and, to make it appear more 
fully that she was a slave, her so-called owner had recog¬ 
nized her marriage with a negro maD, which she, igno¬ 
rant that she waB not a slave, had consented to. Thns 
was a dark veil thrown over the scene, to blind more fully 
those who much sooner would have looked into and fer¬ 
reted out this unprecedented case. When her alleged 
owners found out that she intended suing for her freedom, 
upon tbe ground that she was not a negro, but a white I 
woman, with not a particle of negro blood in her veius, 
they had her arrested and lodged in jail, so as to sell her 
to go South, thus getting her out of the way, and thereby 
relieving ttemseives of further trouble. 

But, thanks be to God, they were checked in their 
double-dyed villany. A suit for her freedom was in¬ 
stantly instituted, aud on Tuesday and Wednesday tbe 
trial came off in our Circuit Court, the sequel of which 
as follows: 

The very ablest counsel of which our bar can boast had 
euliBted ihemselves in her behalf—not from any expecta¬ 
tion of any pecuniary reward or gain, for they expected 
—s; they knew they would receive none; their reward 
simply the privilege of being able to give “justice 
er to whom justice was due,” and their gain to know 
that she was free. 

Witnesses were called one after another, the substance 
of whose evidence showed clearly the villany of the whole 
case; that the plotting and counter-plotting bad been 
laid so deeply that, for more than twenty years, it had 
escaped the observation of ioqnisitive eyes; that tbe father 
of the woman was Mr. Goddard, whose widow claims her 
as a slave; that her mother was a respectable white 
woman, who has since been married and removed to a 
Western State with her husband ; that when this woman 
was born, he (Goddard) placed her in’tbe possession 
of one of his slaves (alight mulatto woman), with the 
injunction that she should rear it as though it were her 
own child; that this mulatto was threatened if she 
divulged the secret of the child’s true parentage, or 
acknowledged that she was not its mother, even to the 
unfortunate child, tbat her life should be the immediate 
penalty. Knowing, as she did, the sternness of her mas- 
r, it is not strange how well she kept tbe secret. 

That Mrs. Goddard knew this womaD’s parentage is 
>t doubted; for evidence presented proves that on one’ 
asion she introduced her as her daughter, and on an¬ 
other, to secure her property from attachment, she had 
secreted her slaves, retaining this woman in her house, so 
that when tbe officers came and were about to take this 
womaD, sbe told them that she was a white woman, and 
not her slave. 

e witnesses being all examined and disposed of, then 
the argument to the jury. But who are they who 
constitute this jury ? Would they be capable of render¬ 
ing an impartial decision ? They were pro-slavery men 
and more, too, all of them were slaveholders. Messrs. 
John D. Taylor, Richard H. Stanton and Wm. H. Wads¬ 
worth, the able counsel for tbe prosecution, making their 
happiest and ablest efforts, while the trifling array of 
counsel in the defence had but little to say; but that 
little was much worse than should have been said. 

being thus submitted to the jury, they retired 
to prepare their verdict- Language is inadequate to ex¬ 
press the suspense then prevalent in the crowded Court¬ 
room ; aDd when the jury returned, and the foreman an¬ 
swered the question of the Judge that they were agreed, 
so still and deat h-like was the crowded hail that the drop¬ 
ping of a pin, or even the slightest breath, wonld have 
been perfectly audible, while they waited for the break¬ 
ing of the sealed verdict. Bnt when the seal was broken, 
and the verdict that the prisoner, though prisoner no 
longer, was free, one universal and long-continued shout 
of applaose rent the air. The counsel who labored so 
strenuously tu her behalf know not how great is their 
reward. The sequel shows that jastice in Kentucky is 
j jastice still.— Cor. Pittsburg Dispatch. 


POPULAR SOVEREIGNTY IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Popular sovereignty as exhibited in South Carolina 
is nothing bnt an imposture. Six districts in the rice 
and Sea-Island cotton region, where the slave population 
is most dense, containing 49,503 whites, elect a majority 
of the Senate, leaving in the remainder of the State a 
minority representing 209,084 whites! In 11 districts, 
11,939 white elect 28 Senators and 64 Representatives, 
while 18 districts, having 181,145 whites, elect only 17 
Senators and 60 Representatives. It is thu3 apparent 
tbat less than a third of the white population in tbe negro 
region have supreme control of the State. Tbe third 
elects the Legislature, and that body appoints the Judi¬ 
ciary, from a common Justice of the Peace to the Judges 
on the Supreme Bench. It appoints Senators to Con¬ 
gress, and even Electors of President. The Legislature 
also electa the Governor, who thus receives bis office from 
a clearly defined popular minority. But even he is not 
eligible unless he be the owner ot real estate worth $700 
clear of debt, or 500 acres ol land and ten negroes. 

No change can be made in this despotism unless two- 
thirds of ibis body qualified by land and negroes consent 
to an alteration of the Coostitntion—a consent which no 
one dreams of ever seeing yielded. The slave-owners are 
complete masters of the State, and exercise the whole 
sovereign authority through the Legislature. The first 
apportionment under tbe present Constitution was made in 
1809, and a new apportionment is required every ten years 
so that a fresh one will be made in 1859. It must result 
in increasing the present inequality in favor of the mas- 
ters. The white population, in ten years preceding the 
last census, increased not quite six per cent., while the 
‘i™ 8 68 fast as the 
whites. Now the rule of apportionment is to favor the 


masters who wield the legislative power, and to bestow 
representation in greater proportion on the districts where 
slavery most predominates The more they have the 
more they acquire- Already the 25,596 slaveholders in 
South Carolina possess the absolute legislative power 
and dispose of tbe rights and destinies of the 274 563’ 
white and 385,000 slaves whom the State contains. ’ “A 
settled freehold and ten Degrees” is the primary quaiifica- 
cation for holding office or voting, which runs through 
the whole Constitution of tbi3 rotten-borough State. 
The scale of qualification rises as tbe office becomes lucra¬ 
tive or dignified, until it reaches £1.500 clear of debt. 
The Constitution makes a freehold aDd ten negroes equiva¬ 
lent to £150; thus the £1,500 qualification must repre¬ 
sent 100 negroes. The soul of tbe government is slavery, 
and every year tightens itg grasp on the throats of the 


LETTER FROM THE HON. WILL IAM JAY. 

From The American Missionary. 

We rejoice in being able to lay before our readers the 
following letter from tbe venerable Judge Jay, on the 
present humiliating position of the American Tract 
Society, relative to that dire evil, American Slavery. 
The wide reputation of the honored writer, added to the 
interest felt in the subject treated of, will secure for tbe 
letter an extensive reading : 

New York, June 1,1858. 

Rev*d Sir : I bave received yonr note requesting my 
pecuniary aid to the New York City Tract Society. 
Allow me to reply with the frankness becoming a Chris¬ 
tian, and be assured that not the slightest feeling of per¬ 
sonal disrespect will mingle with what I am about to say. 
In a note ou the covei of tb* Repcv*. yon have sent me. "it 
is stated that “ the City Tract Society purchases of the 
American Tract Society the tracts it distributes monthly 
throughout the city of New York.” Hence a donation 
to the first is in fact a distribution to the othc-:. 

An inspired apostle asks, “ What concord has Christ 
rith Belial?” The American Tract Society has long 
been giving a practical answer to this question. The 
Society claims to be a national one; and in tbe very 
nation to which it addresses its moral and religious admo¬ 
nitions, nearly four millions of human beings, heirs of 
immortality, and for whom the Son of God shed bis blood, 
are by force reduced to the condition of beasts of burden, 
denied the Scriptures, doomed to concubinage by tbe 
legal annihilation of all marital rights, their intellects 
designedly darkened by enforced ignorance, and, without 
the pretence of crime, compelled to labor under the lash 
for the profit of others, while fathers, mothers and chil¬ 
dren are ruthlessly separated, sold in tbe market, and 
transported to returnless distances. Such is the condi¬ 
tion of a population exceeding in numbers all the inhabi¬ 
tants of Holland, Scotland, and many independent States. 
This condition is aptly called “a peculiar institution,” 
and whether it is most favored by Christ or Belial is a 
question which few Christians on their death beds, when 
the fear of man ceases nnd riches are fleeing away, will 
feel any difficulty in solving. Yet the Tract Society, 
while bold in condemning injurious habits and sins gene¬ 
rally denounced, seem from tbeir publications unconscious 
that a slave or a slaveholder exists in the Federal Ufoon. 
Belial may well be content that the Society shall iu the 
name of Christ do battle against dancing, Dovel-reading, 
tobacco-chewing, &g., and even promulgate Gospel doc¬ 
trines, while it abstains from all assaults on his own 
favorite institution, comprising as it does the sum of all 
villanies. 


he may be, whatever titles h« may bear, whatever may be 
his honors in the State or Church, who, by affirming the 
rightfulness of slavery, confounds the moral sense and 
subverts all moral distinctions, I denounce as a criminal 
against our common humanity, and wittingly or unwit¬ 
tingly an enemy of Christ.” Yet such a man the Ame¬ 
rican Tract Society delights to honor, and commits to 
him absolute censorship of the press ! 

The idea that we may do evil that good may come 
has in all ages, in a greater or less degree, been the curse 
of the Church. It has led to piouB frauds, to the conceal¬ 
ment of the truth, to barbarous persecutions, and to 
unnumbered evils. The Society thinks it can more suc¬ 
cessfully combat minor sins by entering into a trace with 
that giant sin, which is spreading tbe pall of death over 
our whole land, corrupting alike the Church and State, 
and extinguishing the moral sense of the nation. I do 
not believe the blessed Redeemer approves of this 
attempted concord. 

It is with extreme pain that tbe considerations I have 
mentioned induce me to decline your request.

Now, usage 
would inform you that, in slaveholding States, no colored 
man can testily against a white man ; hence the Church 
must bow to the State, and the pure principles of the 
New Testament to tbe corrupt moral code of slaveholders, 
kidnappers and negro-traders.

CRUELTY OF AMERICAN SLAVE LAWS. 

From Tha London Daily Nen. 

When the Americans in London celebrated their 
Fourth of July, amidst much natural exaltation at the 
greatness and promise of their Republic, many of them 
must have seen the most recent newspapers from borne, 
and among them tbe Petersburg Express of June 10th. 
That journal brought with it from Yirgiuia a fearful story. 
Yirginia still ranks first among the State of the Union 
in the affection and admiration of the Southern citizens ; 
and in the North there is a strong tenderness for the old 
State which gave to the Commonwealth its early and 
most noble Presidents. In wealth, in population, in pro¬ 
mise, and aspiration, Yirginia has sunk, from the first 
place in the scale, till, in 1852, it was only the fifth State 
in the point of wealth, and fourth in population; but now 
there is something worse against her. It is in Yirginia 
that we find a perversion of law to the purposes of oppres¬ 
sion which exceeds in cruelty anything that Naples, or 
Spielburg, or Siberia can show. 

It is not from hearsay that we give this story. It is 
not from a version of enemies or by strangers, nor through 
any medium of political opposition, or State jealousy, or 
sectional hatred, that we derive and present the facts. 

The Petersburg Express, the local paper from which 
we take the statement, is in foil sympathy with the per¬ 
petrators of the oppression. We take the persecutors’ 
own account of the transaction; and at present we have 
no other. Comments in abundance will no doubt arrive 
from many State which will desire to repudiate all impu¬ 
tations of sympathy with such a transaction ; bnt at this 
moment we have only the primary statement, supplied as

The estimate in the Register takes $5 per 
acre as the average of the swamp lands, and deducts 
from the aggregate the estimated value of the town lots 
and buildiDgs in the towns at $610,000. The average de¬ 
ducted from all the circumstances is that the cultivated 
land in St. Mary is to be valued at $65 62 per acre—an 
estimate which the writer himself is startled with, but 
he c-n only amend it by estimating some of the unculti¬ 
vated land at more than $5 an acre, or in supposing the 
number of cultivated acres understated.

1 forbade images 
in the temples, because the Divinity that gives life to all 
things cannot be represented. Under my reign, the 
Romans had Deither wars nor sedition, and my religion 
did them nothing but good. All the neighboring Dations 
paid me fuDeral honors—a thing that has befallen no one 
but myseif. 

I kissed his hand, aDd went on to the second. He was 
a noble old man, of about a hundred years old, clothed in 
a white robe. He put his middle fiDger on his lips, aDd 
cast beans behind him. 1 knew Py thagoras. JS e assured 
me that he never bad a golden thigh ; that he had never 
been a cock ; but that he bad governed them of Croton> 
with as much justice as Numa governed his Romans of 
Dearly the same period ; and that this justice was of all 
things in the world the most indispen-able and the most 
rare. I learned that the Pythagoreans practised self- 
examination twice a day. 

That I might the better please him, I spoke no word 
to Pythagoras ; and I passed on to Zoroaster, who was 
engaged in concentrating the celestial fire with a concave 
mirror, in the midst of a vestibule with a hundred gates 
(which are his huudred precepts). Over the main door I 
read these words, which are the substance of all morals, 
and which abridge all the disputes of the casuists : 

Ilf DOUBT WHETHER AN ACT BE GOOD OR EVIL, ABSTAIN. 

Surely, said I to my guide, the barbarians who immo¬ 
lated all those victims whose bones I have seen had never 
seen these noble words. 

We next saw Zaleucus, Thales, Anaximander, and all 
the sages who bad sought truth and practised virtue. 

When we came to Socrates, I instantly knew him by 
his flat nose. Well, said I, here you are then, among 
the trusted of the most high 1 all the inhabitants of 
Europe, except the Turks, aDd the Tartars of the Crimea, 
who know nothing, pronounce your name with respect. 
That great name is so highly revered and so much 
beloved that it has made men even curious to know the 
names of your persecutors. They know Melitus and 
Aoytus because of you, as Ravaillac is known because of 
Henry 1Y. But 1 know nothing of Anytus bnt his 
name. I really do not know who the wretch was who 
slandered you and brought you to the hemlock. 

I have never thought of the man since that adventure, 
replied Socrates; but since you recall it to my mind, I 
pity him much. He was a miserable priest, who carried 
on a private trade in leather; a business which was not 
well looked upon in my time. He sent his two children 
to my school. Tbe other pupils taunted them with their 
father, the leather dealer, and they were obliged to leave. 
The father, in a rage, never ceased to stir up the priests 
and the sophists against me. They persuaded the Coun¬ 
cil of the five hundred that I was a blasphemer, who did not 
believe that the Moon, Mercury and Mars were gods. In 
fact, I thought, as I now do, tbat there is only one God, 
the Lord of all. The judges delivered me over to the 
official poisoner of the Republic ; be shortened my life by 
some days; I died at the age of seventy; and from tbat 
time forward, I have passed a happy life with all these 
great men whom you see, and of whom I am the least. 

After having thus enjoyed for a time the conversation 
of Socrates, I went forward, with my guide, into a grove 
above the arbors where the sages of antiquity enjoyed 
their repose. 

I saw a man of a serene, frank countenance, who seemed 
to me to be about thirty-five years old. He cast, from 
afar, looks of compassion over the mass of whitemDg bones 
through which 1 bad reached tbe abode of tbe sages. I 
was astonished to see his feet swollen and bloody, his 
hands in tbe same case, his side pierced and his shoulders 
scored by the whip. Good God, said I; is it possible 
that a just aud wise man should be in this condition ? I 
have just seen one who had been treated in a very shock¬ 
ing manner, but there is no comparison between his state 
aDd yours. Wicked priests aud wicked judges poisoned 
him. Have priests and judges assassinated you also, in 
this cruel way ? 

Yes, he said, with much affability. 

And who were those monsters ? 

They were hypocrites. 

Ah, that is saymg everything. I comprehend by that 
single word why you were condemned to the extremes! 
torture. You proved to them, doubtless, like Socrates, 
that the Moon was not a goddess, and that Mercury was 
not a god. 

No—there was no question about those planets. My 
countrymen did hot even know what a planet is. They 
were downright ignorant. Their superstitions were 
entirely different from those of Greece. 

You wished, theD, to teach them a new religion? 

Not at all. I simply said to them, Love God with all 
your heart, and your neighbor as yourself, for that is all 
in all. Judge whether this precept be not as old as the 
world. Judge whether I brought them a new worship. 
I never ceased to tell them that I had come not to abolish 
the law, but to accomplish it. I observed all their rites, 
and circamcised like all the rest, and baptized like the 
most zealous among them; I paid, like them, the corban— 
1 partook, like them, standing, of the passover—a lamb 
cooked in lettuce. I went with my friends to pray in the 
temple, aDd my friends even frequented it after my death. 
In a word, I fulfilled every law without exception. 

Whatl could not those wretches even reproach you 
with a breach of the law ? 

Not the slightest. 

Why, then, have they put you in this condition ? 

How shall I explain it! They were powerful, proud 
and selfish. They saw that I understood them : they 
knew that I should make the citizens understand them 
too. They were the strongest, and they took my life. 
Such men will always do the same to whoever sees 
through them too clearly. 

But did you do nothing to afford them a pretext? 

Everything serves as a pretext for the wicked. 

Did you not once tell them that you had come to bring 
not peace, but a sword ? 

It is an error of the copyist. I told them that I brought 
peace, not a sword. I never wrote anything. They may 
have misinterpreted what I said without any bad inten-
